15 ( 13 ) / $ 1 , — Whereas the Central Government 
is satisfied that Shri B . P . Sinha has ceased to represent 
the interest on whose behalf he was nominated as a 
trustee under the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme 
published with the notifcation of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour No. PF. 15 ( 5 ) / 48, dated 
the 11th December 1948 . 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred 
by paragraph 7 of the said Schemę, the Central Govern 
ment hereby removes the said Shri B . P . Sinha from 
the office of a trustcc under the said scheme.
